LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Public Service Commis- 
sion may attempt to set the 
rates on natural gas paid by in- 
dustrial 
users 
in 
Arkansas 


because 
of dangers

ahead from a gas shortage and 
the possibility of a rate in- 
crease. 


Arkansas Louisiana Gas Co. 


has filed a proposed policy with 
the PSC on steps it will take to 
curtail gas to industrial cus- 
tomers if the gas supply runs 
below the demand in the win- 
ter. 
The 
proposal 
was 
to 


become effective Oct. 1, but 
Thursday the PSC suspended 
the policy for 60 days. 


The PSC wants time to inves- 


tigate 
further, 
saying 
that 


"broad considerations of the 
appropriateness of the nego- 
tiated industrial contracts must 
be considered." 


Don S. Smith, a member of 


the PSC, said later that the 
agency may need to have the 
power to set the gas rates paid 
by industrial users if it is to 
avoid making the residential 
users of natural gas in Arkan- 
sas shoulder an undue part of 
the burden of finding new gas 
supplies for Arkansas. 


Industries that use gas in 


their manufacturing process ne- 
gotiate contracts of up to 25 
years with Arkla establishing 
the rate that they pay for gas. 
In this manner, rates are froz- 
en for the period of the contract 
and the big industries pay con- 
siderably less for gas than res- 
idential users. 


The industries account for on- 


ly about half the gas revenues, 
but they use more than 60 per 
cent of the natural gas that 
flows through the Arkla system. 


"We're sitting here with 60 


per cent of the gas production 
under hard, long - term indus- 
trial contracts," Smith said. 
"That means that a price in- 
crease, if we're forced into one, 
has to fall completely on the 
residential and commercial cus- 
tomers."

DETROIT (AP) - 
General 


Motors Corp. announced Thurs- 
day prices of its 1971 automo- 
biles will average $136 more 
than those for 1970s, and it left 
the door open for a possible new 
increase at the end of a United 
Auto Workers strike which shut 
down GM 11 days ago. 


GM had produced 208,000 of 


its 1971s before the UAW shut it 
down in a strike supporting the 
union's new contract demands. 
The Vega, priced at $2,091, went 
on sale Sept. 10. Buicks go on 
sale Oct. 3, while remaining GM 
lines go on sale next Tuesday. 


GM said its average increase 


for 1971 cars was 4.2 per cent, 
based on sales volume and op- 
tional usage. Optional equip- 
ment is raised an average 5.2 
per cent. 


The smallest increase is $49 


on 
the 
6-cylinder 
Chevrolet 


Nova, and the largest, $855 for 
the Cadillac Fleetwood Seven- 
ty-Five limousine. The bottom 
Nova price, GM's lowest except 
for the Vega, is $2,367; the Cad- 
illac Seventy-Five's top, $12,094. 


The six<ylinder Impala four- 


door sedan goes from $3,141 to 
$3,256; the eight-cylinder hard- 
top from $3,323 to $3,447. 


GM normally builds more 


than half the American-made 
cars sold in the United States 
and its prices usually set the in- 
dustry pattern. 


Ford has announced a price 


increase for 1971 which aver- 
ages $17 more per car than GM. 


Ford and Chrysler, however, 


were given strike immunity by 
the UAW while it seeks by 
strike to bring GM to terms on 
an agreement the union later 
will take back to them. 


GM cited increases in the cost 


of labor, materials and govern- 
ment-required pollution control 
devices as prime reasons for 
1971 increases.

Study Sought 
by Candidate 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


American party in Arkansas' 
gubernatorial candidate says 
the feasibility of enacting an 
open primary law in Arkansas 
should be studied. 


Walter Carruth of Lexa, the 


candidate, said Thursday in a 
prepared statement that he had 
asked state Sen. Dan T. Sprick 
of Little Rock to sponsor a res- 
olution in the Arkansas Legisla- 
tive Council calling for such a 
study. 


Carruth said that the Justice 


Department recently said Mis- 
sissippi's new open primary law 
meets provisions of the Voting 
Rights Act of 1970. 


Carruth said there will be no 


party primaries in the future 
under Mississippi's new law. He 
said that under the provision 
all candidates will be on a 
preferential primary ballot sub- 
mitted to the voters in October 
1971. 
He said the two candi- 


dates receiving the highest 
number of votes will meet in a 
runoff the following month. 


"We have just experienced 


'open primaries' by theoretical- 
ly rival parties," Carruth said. 
"Rules restricting participation 
in 
the 
Democratic 
primary 


were arbitrarily 
disregarded, 


and everybody was invited to 
take part, particularly those 
who in 1968 were responsible 
for 
the 
re-election 
of Gov. 


Rockefeller. 


"As for the Republican party, 


it has never, so far as I know, 
attempted to limit balloting in

primaries

Cambodia 
Trying to 
Link Forces 


PHNOM PENH lAP) - Cam- 


bodian troops attempting to cut 
in two a powerful enemy force 
47 miles north of Phnom Penh 
moved to within about a mile of 
a link-up early today, reliable 
sources said. 


But North Vietnamese and 


Viet Cong troops continued to 
pour in mortar fire on the newly 
reinforced government troops, 
who are attempting to smash an 
enemy strong point that has 
stalled Cambodia's first major 
action of the war for nearly two 
weeks. 


Reports from the field said 


the government now has more 
than two divisions of infantry in 
the battle zone at the village of 
Taing Kuk. Four fresh batta- 
lions reportedly arrived Thurs- 
day after the enemy beat back 
an attempt Wednesday to cap- 
ture the town. 


Cambodian officers said they 


were certain of victory now that 
they have a force six times or 
so larger than the enemy force 
believed to be in the area. How- 
ever, government troops were 
still moving gingerly, mindful of 
serious casualties to several 
government battalions in the 
fighting so far. 


One 
Cambodian 
element 


fought its way into the western 
outskirts of the village Thurs- 
day, the Cambodian command 
reported, and it was toward this 
force that the eastern element 
was reported moving. 


But the distance still separat- 


ing them was said to include 
several hundred enemy troops 
of the regimental-sized force be- 
lieved somewhere in the area. 


Earlier Thursday, Cambodian 


troops drove a wedge into the 
North 
Vietnamese and 
Viet 


Cong force but were halted by 
well-dug-in enemy positions.

back and over his ears and was 
"in deliberate violation of the 
Dress Code." 


Carter's suit, filed Sept. 4, 


contended that his constitution- 
al rights were violated by his 
suspension.

Stephen Parker, 17, of Piggott 
filed a suit in the Jonesboro di- 
vision of federal District Court 
seeking to be reinstated as a 
senior at Piggott High School.

AM&N's liabilities 
have been reported at $1,390,000 
and auditors say they have 
found a $90,000 shortage in the 
college's cash fund. 


Rockefeller promised the as- 


sociation that the college would 
continue to operate. 


"It must be clear to everyone 


that Arkansas AM&N has been 
forced to operate under very 
difficult circumstances — fi- 
nancially and otherwise — for 
many years," he said. 


He said the college had done 


"an outstanding job of meeting 
many of the education needs of 
thousands of black students." 


The fiscal problems of the 


predominantly 
Negro college 


are being analyzed by the Leg- 
islative Joint Audit Committee 
and the state Administration 
Department. 


"Any conclusions prior to the 


completion of these studies 
would be premature and detri- 
mental to the college and to the 
state," Rockefeller said. 


The governor said he would 


call a special session of the leg- 
islature to deal with the prob- 
lem "if that appears to be the 
only way to keep the college 
operating." 


"However, I look upon this as 


a last resort, and at this time 
the situation is such that 1 am 
hopeful that it will not be neces- 
sary," Rockefeller said.

Hers Independence and Sarato- 
ga at all times. 


The light amber sides of a 


Kashin antiaircraft-missile de- 
stroyer, serving as observer for 
a Soviet surface-to-surface mis- 
sile cruiser over the horizon, 
was spotted by the Independ- 
ence Thursday. 


Sometimes the big Russian 


cruisers show up with their 
crews rolling out missiles or 
training their gun turrets. "You 
can't tell if they're doing that 
for training or to show us some- 
thing," said one officer on the 
Independence. 


On paper, the two fleets are 


roughly matched with about 50 
ships each, including subma- 
rines. The third U.S. carrier— 
the John F. Kennedy — and the 
helicopter assault carrier Guam 
have yet to arrive. Although the 
Soviets have two helicopter car- 
riers, none is in the Mediterra- 
nean. 


Four other Soviet destroyers 


and one cruiser 
have been 


cleared for passage through the 
Bosporus from the Black Sea. 
But there is no way of telling 
whether they will join the Medi- 
terranean force. 


Seven U.S. admirals 
from 


various command levels have 
visited the carriers for coordi- 
nation and a first-hand assess- 
ment of the situation. 


The carriers are launching 


routine 
training, surveillance 


and armed-fighter defense pa- 
trols. But there is no deck of ful- 
ly armed droop-nosed F4 Phan- 
toms or A4 Skyhawks ready to 
attack, 
even though planes 


could be rigged quickly with 
bombs and rockets if alert lev- 
els were raised.

years looms after election da

which all seats in the House and 
one-third in the Senate will be 
filled. 


But House Speaker John W.

A major objection to sessions 


after election day is that too 
many defeated members are 
looking for new jobs and are 
willing to do some legislative 
log-rolling to get them.

about Oct. 15 and eliding the 
week after the election. The re- 
cess may start even sooner, 
since anxious members want to 
get home to campaign.

on Moon More 
Than Samples

WASHINGTON (AP) - From 


the beginning, the U.S. objective 
in reaching the moon was more 
than just bring back samples. 
Otherwise, the United States 
might have sent an unmanned 
ship—just as the Russians did 
this week. 


"I think the achievement of 


the Russians with an unmanned 
vehicle is exciting and shows a 
high degree of technology," Dr. 
George M. Low, acting adminis- 
trator of the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration, 
said in an interview. 


He did not go as far as Dr. 


Ivan F. Obraztsov, head of Mos- 
cow's Aeronautics Institute, who 
called the Luna 16 experiment 
"no less an important event 
from the point of view of tech- 
nology" than America's placing 
men on the moon. 


"The main thing to keep in 


mind is that the principal and 
first purpose of Apollo was not 
in bringing back lunar samples, 
but to build a space capability 
for the United States; to build 
space power and space explora- 
tion capability and to demon- 
strate it," Low said. 


"To meet these objectives we 


selected manned lunar landings 
which would require very large 
booster capability, very high 
technology of manned flight, 
guidance, heat protection and 
environmental 
control 
sys- 


tems." 


Science and exploration was a 


secondary objective when plans 
were being made nine years 
ago, Low said, and that involved 
bringing back lunar material. 


"It certainly wasn't the prin- 


cipal purpose of Apollo," Low 
said. "Had our sole abjective in 
1961 been bringing back lunar 
samples we might well have 
also 
chosen 
the 
unmanned 


route." 


In retrospect, said Low, "I 


still say the 1961 decision was 
absolutely correct, because it 
built the space capability we set 
out to do. We stated in 1961 what 
we were going to do, we did it in 
the eyes of the world, on time 
and within the funds that we 
told Congress it would be." 


With a demonstrated capabili- 


ty of landing on another celes- 
tial body, scooping up samples 
and returning them to earth, the 
Russians seemingly have some 
advantage for exploration of the 
planets. 


The United States plans to 


launch a spacecraft called Vi- 
king in 1975 to land on Mars a 
year later. Viking will have a 
sample analysis laboratory- 
biochemical laboratory which 
will analyze Martian surface 
material and send back the in- 
formation. 


Beginning with Apollo 15, 


probably in July next year. U.S. 
spacemen will carry a small 
rover vehicle to the moon for 
much greater exploration than 
has been possible on the pre- 
vious short walks. 


"Once we had decided to go to 


the moon with man," said Low, 
"man also demonstrated he was 
capable as an explorer in space. 
There's a good example on 
Apollo 12 when Pete Conrad 
called out to Al Bean, 'Hey, look 
at that interesting rock over 
there.' 


"He saw something he'd been 


trained to look for. No machine 
can do that."

billion under the Nixon budget. 


The ABM system, a subject of

system.

The key change in the confer- 


ence agreement, Stennis said, 
involves Navy shipbuilding. 


Conferees eliminated $152 mil- 


lion for a new aircraft carrier 
but approved $435 million for 
several new ships, including two 
nuclear-powered 
submarines, 


which the House had added to 
the President's budget. 


Stennis said Defense Depart- 


ment spokesmen spent a lot of 
time "clamoring for what they 
lost" in the Senate bill. "I don't 
think we've made any modifica- 
tions that in any way impair the 
efficiency of military prepared- 
ness or its effectiveness," he 
said. 


The final version of the bill 


carries $75 million for develop- 
ment of the Bl bomber. The 
Senate had approved $50 million 
and the House $100 million. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cuba, 


for the first time, has returned 
to the United States an accused 
airline hijacker.

15 Hostages 
Released by 
Hijackers

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


King Hussein of Jordan and Pal* 
estinian guerrilla leader Yasir 
Arafat today announced agree- 
ment to end the civil war in Jor- 
dan. The announcement fol- 
lowed word from army com- 
mander Habis Majali that 15 of 
54 hijacked airline passengers 
held hostage by Jordanian guer- 
rillas had been freed. 


Released were eight Britons, 


five Swiss and two West Ger- 
mans. All but one of the 39 host- 
ages who remained in the guer- 
rillas hands were believed to be 
Americans. Majali said 
ar- 


rangements 
would be made 


quickly to get the freed passen- 
gers out of Amman. 


The agreement between Hus- 


sein, Arafat and Arab mediator 
Jaafar el Numairi, president of 
Sudan, was announced over Am- 
man Radio. It was the first time 
Arafat, head of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, agreed 
to stop fighting in nine days of 
bloody civil war. 


The agreement followed re- 


ports on Cairo Radio that NIK* 
mairi met with Arafat early to- 
day. On Wednesday Arafat had 
spurned a cease-fire reached be- 
tween Hussein and two captured

He did not say how they were 


freed from the guerrillas. 


Originally, there were some 


400 hostages from three planes 
hijacked to the Jordanian desert 
Sept. 6 and 9.

The 
planes were blown up. 


The guerrillas have demanded 


the release of Palestinian com- 
mandos jailed in Britain, West 
Germany, Switzerland and Is- 
rael as ransom for the hostages. 


Majali and Hussein both is- 


sued orders over Amman Radio 
for their troops to abide by the 
cease-fire after reports of more 
fighting around Irbid in north- 
ern Jordan. 


Guerrilla broadcasts from Da- 


mascus and Baghdad said the 
army was making tank and ar- 
tillery assaults on Palestinian 
positions in Amman and in Ir- 
bid through the night. Several 
thrusts at Irbid were halted, ac- 
cording to the guerrillas. 


Fifty-eight foreigners, 32 of 


them Americans, were evacuat-
